
AN ACT1
MAKING GENERAL APPROPRIATIONS AND AUTHORIZING EXPENDITURES BY STATE AGENCIES REQUIRED BY LAW.2
BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:3
     Section 1.  SHORT TITLE.--This act may be cited as the “General Appropriation Act of 2000".4
     Section 2.  DEFINITIONS.--As used in the General Appropriation Act of 2000:5
    A.  "agency" means an office, department, agency, institution, board, bureau, commission,6
court, district attorney, council or committee of state government;7

B.  "expenditures" means costs, expenses, encumbrances and other financing uses, other than8
refunds authorized by law, recognized in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles for the9
legally authorized budget amounts and budget period;10

C.  “federal funds” means any payments by the United States government to state government or11
agencies except those payments made in accordance with the federal Mineral Lands Leasing Act;12

D.  “full-time equivalent” or “FTE” means one or more authorized positions that together13
receive compensation for not more than two thousand eighty hours worked in fiscal year 2001.  The14
calculation of hours worked includes compensated absences but does not include overtime, compensatory time15
or sick leave paid pursuant to Section 10-7-10 NMSA 1978; 16

E.  "general fund" means that fund created by Section 6-4-2 NMSA 1978 and includes federal17
Mineral Lands Leasing Act receipts and those payments made in accordance with the federal block grant and18
the federal Workforce Investment Act, but excludes the general fund operating reserve and the19
appropriation contingency fund;20

F.  "interagency transfers" means revenue, other than internal service funds, legally21
transferred from one agency to another;22
 G.  "internal service funds" means:23

(1) revenue transferred to an agency for the financing of goods or services to another24
agency on a cost-reimbursement basis; and25
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(2) unencumbered balances in agency internal service fund accounts appropriated by the1
General Appropriation Act of 2000;2

H.  "other state funds" means:3
             (1) unencumbered, nonreverting balances in agency accounts, other than in internal4
service funds accounts, appropriated by the General Appropriation Act of 2000;5
          (2) all revenue available to agencies from sources other than the general fund, internal6
service funds, interagency transfers and federal funds; and7
              (3) all revenue, the use of which is restricted by statute or agreement;8

I.  "revenue" means all money received by an agency from sources external to that agency, net9
of refunds and other correcting transactions, other than from issue of debt, liquidation of investments or10
as agent or trustee for other governmental entities or private persons; and11

J.  "unforeseen federal funds” means a source of federal funds or an increased amount of12
federal funds that could not have been reasonably anticipated or known during the second special session13
of the forty-fourth legislature and, therefore, could not have been requested by an agency or appropriated14
by the legislature.15

Section 3.  GENERAL PROVISIONS.--16
A.  Amounts set out under column headings are expressed in thousands of dollars.17
B.  Amounts set out under column headings are appropriated from the source indicated by the18

column heading.  All amounts set out under the column heading “Internal Service Funds/Interagency19
Transfers” indicate an intergovernmental transfer and do not represent a portion of total state government20
appropriations.  All information designated as “Totals” or “Subtotals” are provided for information and21
are not appropriations.22

C.  Amounts set out in Section 4 of the General Appropriation Act of 2000, or so much as may23
be necessary, are appropriated from the indicated source for expenditure in fiscal year 2001 for the24
objects expressed. 25
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D.  Unencumbered balances in agency accounts remaining at the end of fiscal year 2000 shall1
revert to the general fund by October 1, 2000, unless otherwise indicated in the General Appropriation Act2
of 2000 or otherwise provided by law.3

E.  Unencumbered balances in agency accounts remaining at the end of fiscal year 2001 shall4
revert to the general fund by October 1, 2001, unless otherwise indicated in the General Appropriation Act5
of 2000 or otherwise provided by law.6

F.  The state budget division shall monitor revenue received by agencies from sources other7
than the general fund and shall reduce the operating budget of any agency whose revenue from such sources8
is not meeting projections.  The state budget division shall notify the legislative finance committee of9
any operating budget reduced pursuant to this subsection.10

G.  Except as otherwise specifically stated in the General Appropriation Act of 2000,11
appropriations are made in that act for the expenditures of agencies and for other purposes as required by12
existing law for fiscal year 2001.  If any other act of the second special session of the forty-fourth13
legislature changes existing law with regard to the name or responsibilities of an agency or the name or14
purpose of a fund or distribution, the appropriation made in the General Appropriation Act of 2000 shall15
be transferred from the agency, fund or distribution to which an appropriation has been made as required16
by existing law to the appropriate agency, fund or distribution provided by the new law.17

H.  In August, October, December and May of fiscal year 2001, the department of finance and18
administration, in consultation with the staff of the legislative finance committee and other agencies,19
shall prepare and present revenue estimates to the legislative finance committee.  If these revenue20
estimates indicate that revenues and transfers to the general fund, excluding transfers to the general21
fund operating reserve, the appropriation contingency fund or the state-support reserve fund, as of the22
end of fiscal year 2001, are not expected to meet appropriations from the general fund, then the23
department shall present a plan to the legislative finance committee that outlines the methods by which24
the administration proposes to address the deficit.25
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I.  Pursuant to Sections 6-3-23 through 6-3-25 NMSA 1978, agencies whose revenue from1
unforeseen federal funds, from state board of finance loans, from revenue appropriated by other acts of2
the legislature, or from gifts, grants donations, bequests, insurance settlements, refunds, or payments3
into revolving funds exceed specifically appropriated amounts may request budget increases from the state4
budget division.  If approved by the state budget division, such money is appropriated.  In approving a5
budget increase from unforeseen federal funds, the director of the state budget division shall advise the6
legislative finance committee as to the source of the federal funds and the source and amount of any7
matching funds required.8

J.  For fiscal year 2001, the number of permanent and term full-time equivalent positions9
specified for each agency shows the maximum number of employees intended by the legislature for that10
agency, unless another provision of the General Appropriation Act of 2000 or another act of the second11
special session of the forty-fourth legislature provides for additional employees.12

K.  Except for gasoline credit cards used solely for operation of official vehicles and13
telephone credit cards used solely for official business, none of the appropriations contained in the14
General Appropriation Act of 2000 may be expended for payment of credit card invoices.15

L.  To prevent unnecessary spending, expenditures from the General Appropriation Act of 200016
for gasoline for state-owned vehicles at public gasoline service stations shall be made only for17
self-service gasoline; provided that a state agency head may provide exceptions from the requirement to18
accommodate disabled persons or for other reasons the public interest may require.19

M.  When approving operating budgets based on appropriations in the General Appropriation Act20
of 2000, the state budget division is specifically authorized to approve only those budgets that are in21
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles for the purpose of properly classifying other22
financing sources and uses, including interfund, intrafund and interagency transfers.23

N.  No money appropriated in the General Appropriation Act of 2000 shall be used to promote24
the legalization or decriminalization of controlled substances.25
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O.  Section 4 of Chapter 3 of Laws 1999 (S.S.) is repealed effective July 1, 2000.1

     JJ.   the human services department may request transfers up to one million seven hundred20
thousand dollars ($1,700,000) into the contractual services category from any other category to contract21
for the development of an interactive web based interface for the child support enforcement division;22

     KK.   the labor department may request category and division transfers for implementation of23
the Workforce Investment Act; 24

     LL.   the department of health may request transfers up to twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) 25
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into the contractual services category from any other category in order for the scientific laboratory1
division to purchase computer software and increase the waste disposal services contract; may request2
transfers up to one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) from the contractual services category into the3
maintenance and repairs category for building repairs, the operating costs category for communication and4
other charges, and the capital outlay category for the purchase of hospital beds for the southern New5
Mexico rehabilitation center; may request transfers up to one hundred twenty-five thousand dollars6
($125,000) from the contractual services category of the behavioral health services division into the7
other financing uses category to reimburse the turquoise lodge and Las Vegas medical center for alcohol8
and substance abuse treatment services; may request transfers up to three hundred seventy-five thousand9
dollars ($375,000) into the contractual services category from any other category in the Las Vegas medical10
center to cover projected shortfalls with the food service contract; may request transfers up to seventy-11
five thousand dollars ($75,000) into the contractual services category from any other category in the12
adolescent residential treatment facility to cover projected shortfalls with the food service contract;13
may request transfers up to one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) from the contractual services category14
into the personal services category in the turquoise lodge to cover projected shortfalls; may request15
transfers up to fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) from the contractual services category into the travel16
and other costs categories of the Los Lunas community waiver program to provide client care; may request17
transfers up to forty-six thousand dollars ($46,000) into the contractual services category from any other18
category to allow the New Mexico veterans’ center to provide increased medical records consultation,19
occupational therapy, speech language pathology, and chaplain services; may request transfers up to two20
million dollars ($2,000,000) from the other costs category into the contractual services category to allow21
the public health division to contract for capitation-based HIV/AIDS services; may request transfers up to22
nineteen thousand dollars ($19,000) into the contractual services category from any other category in the23
division of health improvement for training under the Jackson lawsuit, revision of licensing regulations,24
and public announcements for health issues; and may request division transfers up to two hundred forty25
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thousand dollars ($240,000) from the medicaid waivers division to the community programs-developmental1
disabilities division;2

     MM.   the veterans’ service commission may request budget increases up to three thousand3
dollars ($3,000) from other state funds to cover building rent charges;4

     NN.   the department of military affairs may request transfers up to sixty-seven thousand5
dollars ($67,000) into the contractual services category from any other category to meet contractual6
obligations and required medical testing;7

     OO.   the corrections department may request division transfers in excess of the seven and one-8
half percent limitation contained in Item (4) of Subsection B of Section 11 of Laws 1999 (S.S.);9

     PP.   the department of public safety may request division and category transfers up to five10
hundred seventy-five thousand dollars ($575,000) to cover projected shortfalls associated with11
telecommunication and fleet management expenses; and may request budget increases from state forfeitures12
and forfeiture balances to cover projected shortfalls; and 13

     QQ.   notwithstanding the provisions of Subsection F and Paragraphs (16) and (17) of Subsection14
G of Section 11 of Chapter of Laws 1999, the state highway and transportation department may request the15
following budget adjustment authority for the remainder of fiscal year 2000: 16

(1)  each division may request increases in amounts not to exceed four percent of its17
other state funds appropriation in Section 4 of Chapter 3 of Laws 1999, and18

(2)  the road betterments division may request category transfers; provided that the19
cumulative effect of all transfers into or out of a category shall not exceed ten percent of the category20
appropriation.21

Section 12. CERTAIN FISCAL YEAR 2001 BUDGET ADJUSTMENTS AUTHORIZED.--22
A.  As used in this section:23

(1)  "budget category" means an item or an aggregation of related items that represents24
the object of an appropriation. Budget categories include personal services, employee benefits, travel,25
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maintenance and repairs, supplies and materials, contractual services, operating costs, other costs,1
capital outlay, out-of-state travel and other financing uses;2

(2)  "budget increase" means an approved increase in expenditures by an agency from a3
specific source;4

(3)  "category transfer" means an approved transfer of funds from one budget category to5
another budget category, provided that a category transfer does not include a transfer of funds between6
divisions;    7

(4)  "division transfer" means an approved transfer of funds from one division of an8
agency to another division of that agency, provided that the annual cumulative effect of division9
transfers shall not increase or decrease the appropriation to any division by more than seven and one-half10
percent; and 11

(5)  “federal funds” means any payments by the United States government to state12
government or agencies except those payments made in accordance with the federal Mineral Lands Leasing Act13
and except those payments made in accordance with the federal temporary assistance for needy families14
block grant and the federal Workforce Investment Act of 1998.15

B.  Budget adjustments are authorized pursuant to Sections 6-3-23 through 6-3-25 NMSA 1978 for16
fiscal year 2001.17

C.  Except as otherwise provided, all agencies, including legislative agencies, may request18
category transfers among personal services, employee benefits, travel, maintenance and repairs, supplies19
and materials, operating costs, other costs, capital outlay, out-of-state travel and other financing uses.20

D.  The corrections department may request transfers between the: administrative services21
division, training academy division, probation and parole, department community corrections, vendor22
community corrections, Roswell correctional center, central New Mexico correctional facility--main,23
central New Mexico correctional facility--minimum, southern New Mexico correctional facility, western New24
Mexico correctional facility, penitentiary of New Mexico, adult health services, adult education, adult25
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institutions division director, and corrections industries.  The corrections department may request1
category transfers.2

E.  An agency with internal service funds/interagency transfers appropriations or other state3
funds appropriations that collects money in excess of those appropriated may request budget increases in4
an amount not to exceed four percent of its internal service funds/interagency transfers or other state5
funds appropriation contained in Section 4 and Section 5 of the General Appropriation Act of 2000.6
            F.  In order to track the four percent transfer limitation outlined in Subsection E, agencies7
must report cumulative budget adjustment request totals on each budget adjustment request submitted.  The8
department of finance and administration shall certify agency reporting of these cumulative totals.9

G.  In addition to the budget increase authority provided in Subsection E of this section, the10
following agencies may request specified budget increases:11
                  (1)  the judicial information division of the administrative office of the courts may12
request category transfers among personal services, employee benefits, travel, maintenance and repairs,13
supplies and materials, contractual services, operating costs, capital outlay, out of state travel and14
other financing uses;15
                  (2)  the Bernalillo county metropolitan court may request category transfers from other16
state funds and may request budget increases from other state funds;17
                  (3)  the ninth judicial district attorney may request budget increases from other state18
funds and internal service funds/interagency transfers and may request category transfers;19
                  (4)  the eleventh judicial district attorney--division II may request budget increases20
from other state funds and internal service funds/interagency transfers and may request category21
transfers;22
                  (5)  the thirteenth judicial district attorney may request budget increases from other23
state funds and internal service funds/interagency transfers and may request category transfers;24
                  (6)  the attorney general may request up to five hundred fifty thousand dollars25
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($550,000) from the consumer protection fund and may request transfers to and from the contractual1
services category;2
                  (7)  the attorney general may request up to one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) from3
the investigative costs and forfeiture fund for the medicaid fraud division to be used for costs of4
investigation, attorney fees and enforcement;5

(8)  the state investment council may request budget increases from other state funds6
and internal service funds/interagency transfers up to two million dollars ($2,000,000) for investment7
manager fees and custody fees; provided that this amount may be exceeded if the department of finance and8
administration approves a certified request from the state investment council that additional increases9
from other state funds are required for increased management fees and custody fees derived from asset10
growth and performance. The state investment council may request category transfers to any other category11
except that money appropriated for investment manager fees in the contractual services category shall not12
be transferred;13

(9)  the educational retirement board may request budget increases from other state14
funds up to one million five hundred thousand dollars ($1,500,000) for manager fees and custody fees;15
provided that this amount may be exceeded if the department of finance and administration approves a16
certified request from the educational retirement board that additional increases from other state funds17
are required for increased management fees and custody fees derived from asset growth and performance. The18
educational retirement board may request category transfers, except those funds authorized for investment19
manager fees within the contractual services category of the administrative division and for custody20
services within the other costs category of the administrative division shall not be transferred;21

(10) the public defender department may request budget increases from cash balances for22
operating expenses, contracts and automation and may request transfers from the travel, maintenance and23
repairs, supplies and materials, contractual services, operating costs, other costs, capital outlay, out-24
of-state travel or other financing uses category to any other category. 25
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(11) the public employees retirement association may request budget increases from other1
state funds up to three million five hundred thousand dollars ($3,500,000) for investment manager fees and2
custody fees; provided that this amount may be exceeded if the department of finance and administration3
approves a certified request from the public employees retirement association that additional increases4
from other state funds are required for increased management fees and custody fees derived from asset5
growth and performance. The public employees retirement association may request category transfers, except6
those funds authorized for investment manager fees within the contractual services category of the7
administrative division and for custody services within the other costs category of the administrative8
division shall not be transferred;9

(12) the maintenance division of the public employees retirement association may request10
budget increases from other state funds to meet emergencies or unexpected physical plant failures that11
might affect the health and safety of workers;12

(13) the New Mexico magazine division of the tourism department may request budget13
increases from other state funds for earnings from sales;14
                  (14) the board of acupuncture and oriental medicine of the regulation and licensing15
department may request budget increases from the unbudgeted revenue in other state funds up to fifty16
thousand dollars ($50,000) for contractual services;17
                  (15) the public regulation commission may request transfers between the consumer18
relations division, the insurance division, the legal division, the transportation division and the19
utility division;20

(16) the office of cultural affairs may request transfers from any division into the21
library division for library materials;22

(17) the department of game and fish may request budget increases from internal service23
funds/interagency transfers for emergencies;24

(18) the oil conservation division of the energy, minerals and natural resources25
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department may request budget increases from the oil and gas reclamation fund to close abandoned wells;1
(19) the forestry division and the state parks division of the energy, minerals and2

natural resources department may request budget increases from the New Mexico youth conservation corps3
fund for projects approved by the New Mexico youth conservation corps commission;4

(20) the state engineer shall not request more than one million dollars ($1,000,000) in5
the aggregate for budget increases from other state funds;6
                  (21) the New Mexico organic commodity commission may request division and category7
transfers;8

(22) the commission on the status of women may request budget increases from other state9
funds for statutorily mandated recognition programs for women;10
                  (23) the commission for the deaf and hard-of-hearing persons may request increases from11
other state funds to meet the mandates of its joint powers agreements with the division of vocational12
rehabilitation and the telecommunications access fund and may request transfers to and from the13
contractual services category;14
                  (24) the commission for the blind may request increases from other state funds for the 15
consumer’s legal rights program pertaining to social security disability and may request transfers to and16
from the contractual services category;17

(25) the miners' hospital may request budget increases from other state funds to operate18
the hospital;19

(26) the department of health may request budget increases from other state funds and20
internal service funds/interagency transfers for facilities and institutions, including laboratories, to21
maintain adequate services to clients; to maintain the buildings and grounds of the former Los Lunas22
medical center; and to fund investigations pursuant to the Caregivers Screening Act;23

(27) the department of environment may request budget increases from other state funds24
to budget responsible party payments, from the corrective action fund to pay claims and from the hazardous25
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waste emergency fund to meet emergencies;1
(28) the office of the natural resources trustee may request budget increases from other2

state funds for court settlements to restore natural resource damage in accordance with court orders and3
from internal service funds and interagency transfers;4

(29) notwithstanding the provisions of Paragraph (4) of Subsection A of Section 12 of5
the General Appropriation Act of 2000 the corrections department may request division transfers from any6
division to the department community corrections and vendor community corrections for fiscal year 20017
greater than seven and one-half percent provided in that paragraph;8

(30) the department of public safety may request budget increases from other state funds9
and from internal service funds/interagency transfers, excluding state forfeitures and forfeiture10
balances;11

(31) the state highway and transportation department may not request transfers from the12
personal services and employee benefits categories; 13

(32) the state highway and transportation department may request budget increases from14
the unbudgeted revenue in other state funds to maximize the use of federal funds and to cover potential15
shortfalls in construction and maintenance related activities; 16

(33) the state highway and transportation department may request category transfers17
within the road betterments division provided that the cumulative effect of all transfers into or out of a18
category shall not exceed ten percent of the category appropriation;19

(34) the state department of public education may request budget increases for the20
instructional materials fund, the public school capital outlay fund and the public school energy21
efficiency fund; and 22
                  (35) the commission on higher education may request increases from other state funds and23
federal funds strictly for financial aid programs. 24

      Section 13. FUND TRANSFERS.--One million four hundred thousand dollars ($1,400,000) is transferred3
from the general fund operating reserve to the appropriation contingency fund during fiscal year 2001.4

Section 14. TRANSFER AUTHORITY.--If revenues and transfers to the general fund, excluding transfers5
to the general fund operating reserve, appropriation contingency fund, risk reserve and public school6
state-support reserve, as of the end of fiscal year 2000, are not sufficient to meet appropriations, the7
governor, with state board of finance approval, may transfer at the end of that year the amount necessary8
to meet the year’s obligations from the unencumbered balance remaining in the general fund operating9
reserve in a total not to exceed forty million dollars ($40,000,000).10

Section 15. SEVERABILITY.--If any part or application of this act is held invalid, the remainder or11
its application to other situations or persons shall not be affected.=====================================12
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
